His hands are gnarled with the cruel tensions of 
arthritis. Yet, by holding a pencil between the swollen, twisted 
fingers he has written a story good enough for Reader’s Digest and 
is halfway through a novel. During the campaign he helped edit 
his sons’ speeches and provided valuable advice. No step was 
taken without consulting the Judge. 

The Smathers family is closely knit. Father and children are 
enormously proud of Mrs. Frank Smathers, who knows almost 
everyone in Miami.

We Have Only Begun the Job 


ROME—According to the official timetable, we are at.the mid- 
way point in the reconstruction of Europe, which is to be com- 
pleted by 1952. Unfortunately, every fact of the European situa- 
tion already suggests that the official timetable is worthless. 

The rebuilding of the war-shattered political and economic life 
of the Western World is going to require an American attack on 
a much broader front and with a far more elastic time limit. 

The temptation, of course, is to say, “To hell with it, let the 
Europeans stew in their own juice.” But here we run into the 
grim blackmail of the cold war. If we duck our responsibility, 
Western Europe will rather soon become a new province of the 
Soviet empire. And we in the United States will experience the 
equivalent of a gigantic military defeat, probably without a shot 
having been fired. 


Progress In no sense does this mean that the American invest- 
ment in Europe to date has been wasted. Here in 
Rome,’ for instance, only two and a half years ago, a great crisis 
of misery impended. The economy was at a standstill. If America 
had not acted the Communists would surely have vwome to power. 
That time now seems incredibly distant. The Italian recovery, 
made possible by Marshall aid, has, as it were, gilded this superbly 
beautiful city with a splendid glitter of prosperity. The life of the 
poor is still infinitely hard. There are still 2,000,000 jobless in 
Italy. But in Italy the gap between privileged and underprivileged 
has been cruelly wide. The profusion of luxury that everywhere 
meets the eye in Rome in the Holy Year means that a semblance 
of normal economic life has now returned here. 

In the political sphere, the same rule holds good. The govern- 
ment of Prime Minister Alcide de Gasperi is at least a stable, non- 
Communist government, comprising many able men. By the stern 
police measures of the bullet-headed little Minister of the Inte- 
rior, Mario Scelba, the authority of the Italian state has at least 
been restored. 


Pp bl These achievements, which seemed 2lmost unimagi- 
TODICMS nable two and a half years ago, are certainly not to 
be scorned. But the smiling surface of Italy im 1950 must none 
the less not be taken at face value. 

Nothing has been done, to begin with, about the basic social 
and economic problems that confront Italy. Land reform is at last 
being discussed by the Government, but only very tenidly, and as 
a result of direct Communist pressure. As for Italian overpopula- 
tion, widespread joblessness in the midst of prosperity and the 
appalling disparity between rich and poor, these topics are not 
even being talked about. 

In part, to be sure, this is because the Marshall Plan adminis- 
tration has tended to emphasize increasing Italian national produc- 
tion at the expense of everything else. But the real cause of this 
curious political-economic sterility in Italy is another gap in the 
national recovery. A normal political life has not yet been 
restored. 

The De Gasperi government in effect enjoys a monopdly on 
power because the Communists are the only alternative. Prime 
Minister De Gasperi himself and the wiser men around him sin- 
cerely desire to tackle Italy’s great problems. But a monopoly 
situation leads to complacency. 

The sterile centrist government, staying in power because most 
people do not want the Communists, because the police are effi- 
cient, and because of Marshall aid, is a European pnenomenon, to 
be found in other countries besides Italy. But such governments 
cannot endure forever. Even if Marshall aid is not abruptly ter- 
mintaed in 1952, the Communists must win eventually, unless the 
present political monopoly can be broken. The creation of a 
healthy, vigorous, independent Left Wing is the basic necessity of 
the restoration of normal political lifé in Europe. 


Finally, the situation is rendered all the more dangerous 
thing that has not happened.
